Those who were fortunate 
enough to meet Mrs. Turner, of 
Cleveland, daring her visits in 
Bethel, will cordially admit 
that they felt themselves in the 
presence of an original woman, 
with rarest cultivation of mind 
and heart. Her death in the 
Florida home, will fall as an irre¬ 
parable loss upon hundreds of 
people, so wide was the influence 
of this rare nature. The world is the 
better for knowing that, “such as 
these have lived and died,” and in 
knowing something of the qualities 
that will make her memory im¬ 
perishable. 

Perhaps the most wonderful of 
her many marked traits was her 
intense interest in human beings. 
With the finest, most delicate lit¬ 
erary taste and power of expres¬ 
sion, there existed a passion for 
humanity. No turn of thought, 
or gleam of pathos, nobility, or 
humor in the highest or lowest, 
escaped her quick recognition, and 
inevitable reproduction. She saw 
what others did not sea; her ears 
were attuned to melodies which 
we had to have interpreted, 
and in many years of intimate 
friendship, no belittling word was 
over heard upon her lips. Honest 
scorn she could feel and express; 
but she never stepped from her 
pedestal into littleness of thought 
or deed. She was a woman of rare 
discrimination, and never gave 
“low souls the wine that should 
reward the high.” 

The materials from which she 
extracted the keenest delight were 
such as lie all around us, “but 
having eyes we see not.” The 
happy girl in her kitchen, who 
told her that she woke every morn¬ 
ing because she had to laugh, and 
whose laughter died forever in her 
heart when the Johnstown flood 
swept more than one hundred of 
I her relatives and friends into eter- 
nity; the baker whose confessed 
standard was to have an honest 
j bakery, which he shouldn’t be 
afraid to ask Mrs. Turner to visit; 
the old man who, on her last 
journey up from the South, told 
her the story of his life, now pur¬ 
poseless, because he was carrying 
his only daughter home “in the 
baggage-car,” and whose wealth 
was as nothing, “ ’Cause what’s it 
all good for when you h’aint got 
no folks?”; the exquisite apprecia¬ 
tion with which she seemed to 
absorb evey word that fell from 
Phillips Brooks’eloquent lips, on 
the never-to-be-forgotten Sunday 
when we aafc hand in hand in 
Trinity church. In ail such ex¬ 
periences, she was wholly unique, 
and all that is finest in man, wo¬ 
man, and child, rose to the surface 
in response to her Interest in-them.

To those who doubt the reality 
and strength of women’s friend¬ 
ships, we would gladly make 
known the love that she inspired 
in the hearts of women who will 
forevermore feel this earth the 
lonelier because of her departure.

Volney S. Davis was born at 
Errol, N. H-, 48 years ago, and 
died there Jan. 29, 1899. 

He was bereft of his father at an 
early age and by force of circum¬ 
stances assumed care and respon¬ 
sibility when but a boy. A large 
portion of his life was spent in the 
logging swamp, for he was con¬ 
sidered an expert in all the various 
branches of that industry. His hap¬ 
piest hours seemed to be those in 
which' he was busiest; a smart 
crew and business rushing, was 
his delight. “Davis is a skilful 
woodsman” was a remark often 
made by the lumbermen. As an 
employer he was kind and thought¬ 
ful for the welfare of his crew, and 
was universally liked and respect¬ 
ed by them. He disliked any¬ 
thing pertaining to sham or hy¬ 
pocrisy ana was honorable in all 
dealings with his fellows. Of a 
quiet reserved nature he made few 
intimate friends, but when once 
given, his friendship stood the 
test of time and adversity. 

In 1884, he married Vitella 
youngest daughter of Artemas H., 
and Mary Philbrooks Mason of 
Bethel. Her sunny nature, blend¬ 
ed with his more sober demeanor 
and their married life seemed full 
of happiness. But now all is 
changed; 

“PI friend, I fear the lighest heart 
makes sometimes heaviest mourn¬ 
ing.” 

Mr. Davis was in poor health for 
nearly two years, but hopes had 
been entertained for his recovery 
until within a few weeks of his 
death. In the early fall, he went 
to New Hampshire to visit his 
brothers and sisters, trusting that 
the bracing air of that region 
might impart new strength and 
vigor to his wasting body, but the 
hope was vain. As the white face 
took on a more pallid look, and the 
onc&buoyant footsteps grew slower, 
and although clinging to life and 
loved ones he would often say to 
his wife, “If it is God’s will I am 
ready to go.” All that loving 
hands and the best medical skill 
could devise, was done to prolong 
his life, but on Jan. 29, surround¬ 
ed by brothers and sisters, and 
clasping closely the hand of his 
devoted wife, he fearlessly entered 
the shadowy vale and his spirit 
passed on to that realm of which 
it is written “There shall be no 
sorrow or pain there.” He was a 
member of the Androscoggin 
Lodge of Odd Fellows and 48 mem¬ 
bers attended the last sad rites, 
showing by their presence, the 
respect and esteem they had for 
their departed brother. His fun¬ 
eral took place at Errol, Feb. 1, 
and interment at that place. He 
left a wife, two brothers and four 
sisters, and many other relatives.

A HAPPY BOY. 


An Ohio Youngster Who Owns a 
Working Steam Locomotive. 

This little locomotive and train would 
bring joy to the heart of any boy, for 
it is one of the really trnly kind, even 
thongh it is so very small. The boy 
who owns it is the 4-year-old son of 
Richard H. Kiddle of Kinsman, O., 
who is also the builder of it. Moreover, 
the boy can name nine-tenths of tht 
different parts of the engine and tell 
what most of them are for. 

In building the model the construc¬ 
tion of a full sized locomotive was fol¬ 
lowed with considerable attention to 
detail. It is provided with air pump 
and main reservoir (not shown in cut) 
under the cab and between the frames. 
The engineer’s brake valve reservoir is 
placed under the cab windows, and if 
we could look within the cab we should 
find a steam gauge, three gauge cocks 
and drip pipe to carry offi the water, a re¬ 
versing lever and sector, a complete lit¬ 
tle injector, with its feed pipe and 
check valves, a whistle lever, bell rope, 
rod to open cylinder cocks, a rod to

open draft in ash pan and indeed every 
item that goes to make up the complete 
fittings found in a modern locomotive 
cab. The headlight, which burns wood 
alcohol, is complete with glass and re¬ 
flector, The boiler, it should be said, is 
fired' with gasofine'or^wood' alcohol. 
Note should also be made of the small 
lamps or markers carried on the exten¬ 
sion front and also of the flag pockets 
on each side of the headlight. The ex¬ 
tension front carries a small brass plate 
with the bnilder’s-name and the date. - 

On the tender are the usual tool boxes 
with a complete set of tools, and in 
their proper place are found a coal 
pick, shovel, poker, etc. The engine 
when blocked up from the track has 
been ran at a speed of over 1,000 revo¬ 
lutions a minute. 

Here is a brief technnical delcription 
of the little locomotive: Gauge of road, 
inches; total weight, engine and 
tender, 126}£ pounds; cylinders, 1 % by 
2}o inches; boiler diameter, 6 inches; 
steam pressure, 110 pounds. 

This beautiful little model follows 
closely the lines of the well known ex¬ 
press engines of the New York Central 
railroad, of which No. 999 of Empire 
State express fame is the best known 
example. It carries the number 670, by 
which the engine which is at present 
hauling that train on the run between 
New York and Albany is known. The 
letters on the tender stand for the Kins¬ 
man Short Line railroad, a projected 
road in which the citizens of Kinsman 
and the neighboring town of Farndale 
are interested.

Dear Sir: When you build a house 
you want a good paint next the wood—it 
goes along way in taking care of the 
woodj The paint that has the best 
chance to be useful is this first coat:

MUNICIPAL PLAYGROUNDS. 


Some Reasons Wliy Jane Addtun. 

Thinks They Will Lessen Crime. 

The first impulse of our charity visitor 
is to he somewhat severe with her shift¬ 
less family for spending money on pleas¬ 
ures and indulging its children out of 
nil proportion to its means, says Jane 
Addams in the February Atlantic. The 
poor family which receives heans and coal 
from the county and pays for a-bicycle on 
the installment plan is not unknown to 
any of us. But as the growth of juvenile 
crime becomes gradually understood and 
as the danger of giving no legitimate and 
organized pleasure to the child becomes 
clearer we remember that primitive r man. 
had. games long before ;Jie eayecL t®F. a 
house or for regular meals. 

From the very beginning the most en¬ 
ticing and exciting experiences which the 
children have seen have been connected 
with crime. The policeman embodies all 
the majesty of successful law and estab¬ 
lished government in his brass buttons 
and dazzlingly equipped patrol wagon. 
The hoy who has been arrested comes 
back more or less a hero, with a tale to 
tell of tha interior recesses of the mysteri¬ 
ous police station. The earliest public ex¬ 
citement the child remembers is divided 
between the rattling fire engines, “the 
time there was a fire in the next block,” 
and the patrol wagon, ‘ ‘ the time the drunk¬ 
est lady in our street was arrested.” In 
the first year of their settlement the Hull 
House residents took 60 kindergarten 
children to Lincoln park, only to be grieved 
hy their apathetic interest in trees and 
flowers. As they came back, an omnibus 
full of- tired and sleepy children, they were 
surprised to find them, galvanized into 
sudden life because a patrol wagon rattled 
by. Their eager little heads popped out 
of the windows full of questioning. “Was 
it a man or a woman?” “How many po¬ 
licemen inside?” And eager little tongues 
began to tell experiences of arrests which 
baby eyes had witnessed. 

The excitement of a chase, the chances 
of competition and the love of a fight are 
all centered in the outward display of 
crime. The parent who receives charita¬ 
ble aid and yet provides pleasures for his 
child and is willing to indulge him in his 
play is blindly, doing one of the wisest 
things possible, and no one is more eager 
for playgrounds and vacation schools than 
the charity visitor whose experience has 
brought her to this point of view.

LIFE AND CROP ZONES. 


^reas Adapted to Certain Crops—Re¬ 
sources of West and South. 

With a view to determining the areas 
best adapted for various crops the bio¬ 
logical survey of the department of ag¬ 
riculture has been engaged for several 
years in collecting data for mapping the 
natural life zones of the United States. 
A detailed study of tho distribution of 
tim native animals and plants has been 
made in the belief that areas inhabited 
by indigenous species coincide with 
those most suitable for certain varieties 
of fruit and cereals and for breeds of 
domesticated animals. This investiga¬ 
tion has now progressed far enough to 
permit the publication during the past 
year of a revised map of the life zones 
of the United States and two reports 
containing the results of more general 
interest to farmers and horticulturists. 

One of these reports comprised a de¬ 
scription of the life zones and crop 
zones of the United States, with lists of 
the more important varieties of. fruits 
and grains adapted to each area, the 
other an investigation of the geographio 
distribution of some of the more im¬ 
portant cereals. The latter bulletin, 
based on reports from more than 1,000 
grain growers, showed the areas in 
which about 30 of the more important 
varieties of corn, wheat and oats are 
now profitably cultivated and the re¬ 
gions where these varieties may be ex¬ 
pected to succeed. Field work was con¬ 
tinued during the year in Washington, 
Oregon, California, Nevada, British 
Columbia and northern Mexico with 
greater precision than had hitherto been 
possible in these regions. 

In addition to tbe foregoing the re¬ 
port of the secretary of agriculture for 
1898 states that the work for the imme¬ 
diate future comprises a combination of 
field work outlining the life zones of the 
Pacific coast and investigations on vari¬ 
eties of fruits, vegetables and field crops 
similar to that already undertaken in the 
case of cereals. An investigation which 
is of special interest at this time is a 
thorough examination of the fauna and 
flora of the tropical region which lies 
along onr southern border and enters 
the United States at several points. Onr 
new island possessions are entirely 
within this region, and present an in¬ 
viting field for exploration. As their re¬ 
sources become more generally known 
the question of what semitropical prod¬ 
ucts can still be profitably grown in 
Florida and the gulf states is likely to 
become a very important and practical 
one in several of the southern states.

Where Ginseng Thrives. 

The unanimous testimony is that it 
thrives best in rich soil and in dense 
shade. Some report it most often found 
in beech woods, others in forests con¬ 
sisting largely of oak. “northern 
slopes” and “deep coves” are common 
expressions used by correspondents in 
describing the locations in which it 
most freqnen tly grows. A correspondent 
living in Ballard county writes that it 
does best there in rich soil on what is 
known as second bottomland. From the 
testimony it appears that it does well 
where either sandstone or limestone 
rocks prevail at the surface, but there 
is a slight preponderance of testimony 
in favor of its more thrifty growth and 
greater abundance in regions where sand 
is present in the soil. What it wants is 
soil rich in vegetable matter and shade, 
and with these two conditions fulfilled 
it seems to do well anywhere in Ken¬ 
tucky, according to evidence gathered 
by the station of that state. 

FILLING THE ICEHOUSE. 


StravrlierrieH la New Hampshire. 

The cultivation of this fruit is grad¬ 
ually extending in this state. Since ap¬ 
ples have paid so poor]y„many farmers, 
where there were any markets, have 
given much attention to this fruit. 
They have cultivated it as a field crop, 
manuring, an/l .tending the plants .about 
as they would corn and potatoes. The 
distance planted has been fotir feet be¬ 
tween rows and 1>2 ° r feet between 
plants. Set in this way there is ample 
space for usiDg horsepower in cultiva¬ 
tion. Many of our farmers think that 
strawberries are a more certain crop 
than potatoes and about as oheapiy pro¬ 
duced. They need more weeding, but 
not so much spraying with paris green, 
says a New Hampshire correspondent of 
The American Cultivator. 

Of varieties the Crescent is still much 
planted, as is the Haverland, although 
the latter is being discarded, as it is too 
soft. The Braudywine has given much 
satisfaction. It may not be so prolific 
as some varieties, but it is a fine, solid 
berry, that can be transported long dis¬ 
tances. The Clyde is being extensively 
tested, and thus far it is satisfactory. 
The Greenville is, a good, all round va¬ 
riety that is planted extensively. 


Mast the Farmer PayFor Good Roads 1 
The clever little pamphlet of the 
League of American Wheelmen en¬ 
titled “Must the Farmer Pay For Good 
Roads?” which has been adopted by the 
United States department of agriculture 
as circular Ho. 31 of the division of 
road inquiry appears to have two ob¬ 
jects in view—first, to correct any ap¬ 
prehension that the movement for good 
roads inaugurated by the wheelmen 
is an attempt to put the burden of the 
expense upon the shoulders of ’ the 
farmer and to give.a better understand¬ 
ing of the, system of state aid to road 
building which has been for a number 
of years in force in New Jersey and, has 
been adopted in Connectiont, Pennsyl¬ 
vania and New York. This system 
the league adv ocates, and, secondly, 


A New Wrinkle—How to Save Time 
Wien It Is Most Valuable. 

If the icehouse has been constructed 
on tbe hank of a creek, river or other 
large stream of water it may be filled 
by drawing tbe ice directly from tbe 
water into the house by steam or horse¬ 
power, or, if built on a small scale, the 
ice may be hauled by wagon and, in 
mafly instances, run into the house near 
the top by simply using a skid, after 
drawing to a point higher than tbe 
house. I have seen icehouses located in 
the barnyard or near to it and filled by 
drawing on to the barn floor and push¬ 
ing the ice off at the height of the wag¬ 
on bed, from which point it would run 
in at the top of the icehouse and then 
have a drop of 15 feet to the bottom. 
This makes a very convenient way of 
getting ice in, and if tbe barnyard and 
its surroundings are what they should 
be tbe location is to be recommended 
rather than advised against. 

With four or five inches of sawdust 
in the bottom and all openings closed, 
the filling is a simple matter and con¬ 
sists in placing tbe ice as compactly as 
possible, building it up solid against 
the outside wall. I am aware that some 
will say this is wrong and that it should 
be placed three or four inches from the 
wall and this space rammed with saw¬ 
dust. This, it is true, is a correct prin¬ 
ciple, but it is certainly false economy. 
If 'it is filled close to tbe wall, much 
time will be saved when time is an im¬ 
portant item, and soon after spring opens 
up this space will be found ready and 
may be filled and packed with sawdust 
on a wet day when time is Ibes valuable 
than at filling time. 

The ice all in, care should be taken 
to see that it is covered from a foot to 
18 inches deep over the entire surface. 
A very careful examination should be 
made to be certain that no air enters 
under the ice, and it should be excluded 
as nearly as possible from all around, 
for it is an air current rather than 
warm weather that melts ice. 

Professor J. F. Hickman, whose ad¬ 
vice, as expressed in Tbe National 
Sto.ckman and Farmer, is here given, 
says in conclusion that in building and 
filling icehouses tbe same object should ; 
be sought after as in building a silo—=j 
namely, the exclusion of air. Tbe same] 
principle in taking out ice applies in] 
taking out ensilage—namely, make it a j 
rule to expose tbe least possible surface.^ 

'Terms Used In Fertilizer Analysis. | 

The terms used to express the results) 
of analysis are self explanatory for the 
most part. Attention is called, however, 
by the New York sGation to “water 
soluble” phosphoric acid and nitrogen. 
While manufacturers, are required to; 
guarantee only the amount of available] 
phosphoric acid (water soluble plus re-| 
verted or citrate soluble), yet it seemsf 
desirable that consumers should know: 
what proportion of the available is wa¬ 
ter soluble. The amounts of available 
phosphoric acid being equal one would 
choose by preference a fertilizer con - 1 
taining the larger amount of water solu¬ 
ble phosphorio acid. 

The water soluble nitrogen includes 
nitrogen present in the form of ammonia 
salts and nitrates together with that 
present in small amounts oL soluble or¬ 
ganic matter. 

It should not be inferred that water 
soluble nitrogen is of more value than 
the rest. It is, of course, more readily 
available so far as it consists of ni¬ 
trates, but it must be remembered that 
nitrogen in this form leaches and is lost] 
to plants more readily than nitrogen in 
[other forms.

The Cost of Protein In Feed, 

An important point in the purchase 
of feeds is to select those which furnish 
the protein the cheapest. This is the 
substance desired more than any other 
when the feeds are purchased for the 
purpose of enriching the rations made 
from home grown produce. While it is 
impossible to obtain feeds which do not 
contain more or less of the other com¬ 
pounds, fat and carbohydrates, the pur¬ 
chase is virtually the purchase of pro¬ 
tein, and thus, other things being equal, 
the one containing the largest amount 
of this compound is the one most useful 
for the purpose. Feeds that are extreme¬ 
ly rich in protein, however* require to 
Reused with care in order that the ani¬ 
mal may not in anyway be injured. In 
calling attention to these points the 
New Jersey station says that of four 
kinds—viz, cottonseed meal, gluten 
meal, linseed meal and gluten feed—the 
gluten feeds may be fed in larger 
amounts without danger of injury than 
the others. The Chicago gluten, the 
cottonseed and linseed meals should be 
used in rations for dairy cows in quan¬ 
tities not to exceed two or three pounds 
per day.

CHARLESTON IN 1861. 

With Illusions Dispelled, Prepara¬ 
tions For tlie Storm Began, 

Already at the close of the year 1861 
the Federal occupation of Hilton Head, 
Beaufort and the adjoining islands had 
placed a powerful fleot and formidable 
army almost equally near to Charleston 
and Savannah and had driven from the 
great plantations for miles around their 
leagues, the magnates whose long staple 
cotton and embanked rlceflelds had for the 
most part been abandoned to the inroads, 
with a great deal of live stook and many 
slaves, lighters, boats* machinery, etc. 
Many planters had been greatly impover¬ 
ished, and soma utterly ruined, and al¬ 
ready immense quantities of cotton, rice 
and other valuable property had been de¬ 
stroyed to prevent its capture by the hated 
Invaders. 

Strangely enough, it was not easy to get 
these same men to send their negroes to 
finish the long and formidable chain of 
redoubts, batteries and breastworks which 
alone could save Charleston from capture 
and South Carolina from widespread dev¬ 
astation. They feared the loss of valu¬ 
able property, not only from possible cap¬ 
ture, but from sickness, injury and severe 
treatment while under military supervi¬ 
sion, and could make money much more 
rapidly by raising corn, forage and meats 
on up country plantations. 

The first illusions of the struggle had 
been dispelled. The New York Tribune 
no longer counseled peace, and The Her¬ 
ald was very cautious in its strictures 
upon a government to which it. had at 
first counseled peaceable disintegration. 
There were still promises of northern 
countenance and intrigues and plots more 
or less promising, but the men who had 
written in April from New England, “If 
they attempt to carry out their black and 
red policy, they will he met with fire and 
sword even here,” had somehow failed to 
\ make a diversion in the rear of the enemy 
and had certainly showed no disposition 
to join us in the field. We still hoped for 
foreign intervention, the accession of the 
border states and oven to some extent for 
the aid of the northwestern section of the 
Union, but upon tho whole we were satis¬ 
fied that the Confederate States of 
America must fight to the hitter end with¬ 
out allies or addition to its territory.—Na¬ 
tional Magazine For February.

largest Ranch In the World. 

“It seems natural that the largestranch 
in tho world should ho found in the lar¬ 
gest state in the Union—Texas,” writes 
William Clinton in the February Ladies’ 
Homo Journal. “Indeed this ranch is so 
extensive that some states could not con¬ 
tain it. Connecticut, for example, could 
not hold it by several thousand acres. 
The two states of Rhode Island and Dela¬ 
ware combined could not contain this im¬ 
mense ranch, which consists of 3,000,000 
; acres, or about 5,000 square miles. 

“About a dozen years" ago, when Texas 
needed a new state capitol, the legislature 
adopted a novel plan tq get it. A promise 
was hold forth that a vast tract of unap¬ 
propriated land would he given in ex¬ 
change for a suitable granite building at 
Austin. Among those tempted by tMs 
offer were ex-Senator Charles B. Farwell 
and his brother John, who ultimately 
formed a syndicate In Chicago and took 
upon themselves the responsibility of erect¬ 
ing the proposed capitol. Their part of 
the agreement appears to have been car¬ 
ried out to the satisfaction of the state, 
and in due time they came into tho pos¬ 
session of the immense domain now 
known as the X. I. T. ranch. " 


Hayes as President.

the rambling or climbing nature of its 
growth gave it at once a place of prom¬ 
inence as a decorative plant on rock¬ 
eries, piazzas, or wild, rough corners 
where a rampant luxurious growth was 
desired, ana it was soon seized upon by 
planters and used generally for the pur¬ 
poses indicated. No wonder then that 
the hybridist should have looked with 
longing eyes on this plant with a view 
to combining its attractions to those of 
our more popular garden roses. But 
now, according to the journal men¬ 
tioned, those hybrids are surpassed by 
a group to be offered next season, which 
has been produced by using the pollen 
of some of themost popular teas on the 
stigma of ,R. wichuraiana: 

Here-is a set of hardy evergreen roses 
of remarkably free growth and with a 
profusion of flowers of large size. When 
we add to beanty of form the extra at¬ 
tribute of fragrance—such as some of 
these possess—we have a plant worthy 
of closer consideration. The growth is 
remarkable for its freedom. The ever¬ 
green insect proof foliage, leathery in 
texture and shiny, has a charming 
effaot. 

The illustration of one variety, the 
single evergreen Jersey Beanty, is here 
reproduced from American Gardening, 
which describes the three varieties to 
which the American institute awarded 
certificates. These are: 

Evergreen Gem (Wichuraiana X 
Madame Hoste) is not only evergreen, 
but grows daring mild weather in win¬ 
ter. Stems, long, branching, rich bronze 
color, covering the ground closely; 
foliage deep green, the young leaves 
fine, rich bronze color, olosely matted; 
flowers double, produced singly on 
stems, yellow, buff in bud, opening to 
almost white, two or three inches in 
diameter, perfectly double and with a 
delicate sweetbrier fragrance. This will 
be fonnd most valuable for landscape 
work, as well as for out flower purposes. 

Jersey Beauty (Wichuraiana X Perle 
des Jardins) — Extremely vigorous 
grower, foliage of thick, leathery sub¬ 
stance, shiny. Flowers produced singly 
or in clusters, large, single, three 
inches in diameter, opening pale yel¬ 
low, with cluster of bright yellow 
stamens, very fragrant, and produced 
in greatest profusion, covering the plant 
entirely and having the appearance of 
a yellow Cherokee rose. Great acquisi¬ 
tion to roses and the most striking va¬ 
riety of the set. 

Gardenia (Wichuraiana x Perle des 
Jardins)—Strong grower with large 
green foliage, flowers produced singly 
on stems one-half to one foot long. 
Flowers in bud bright yellow and hard¬ 
ly distinguishable from Perle in form. 
When open, cream color and 3 to %% 
inches' in diameter; incurving toward 
evening to perfect imitation of a gar¬ 
denia as to shape and color; hence its 
name. Flowers are delightfully fragrant 
and produce freely. A grand rose for 
any purpose. 

How to Keep Apples. 

The proper temperature' for keeping 
apples is as nearly 35 degrees F. as it is 
possible to keep it, says The Farm Jour¬ 
nal, and in order to maintain this it 
will often be necessary in this climate 
to provide a separate place for storing 
the fruit, as the average cellar under 
the dwelling house is wholly unfit for 
this purpose. If the cellar consists of 
several compartments so that one can be 
shut off completely from the others, and 
the temperature in this kept below 40 
degrees, it will answer the purpose very 
well. If this cannot be done, a cheap 
storage house may be built in connec¬ 
tion with the icehouse, by building a 
room underneath, having it surrounded 
with ice on the sides and overhead, 
with facilities.for drainage underneath, 
keeping the air dry by means of chloride 
of caloium placed on the floor in an open 
water tight vessel, such as a large milk 
crook or pan. In this way the tempera¬ 
ture may be kept very near the freezing 
point the year round, and apples may 
be kept almost indefinitely. 

The Faster Lilies In January. - 

Easter lilies growing rapidly will 
show the need of more nourishment to 
develop their flowers properly. If not 
already done,, they should receive a top 
dressing of rich compost, which sWill 
aid the surface roots, remarks The Ru¬ 
ral New Yorker. Some of the profes¬ 
sional growers have been trying the ef- 
feot of moving Easter lilies into larger 
pots when they have filled the first poi 
with rootE, thiB being done in the be¬ 
ginning of January. Good results aid 
being reported from this. Green fly mu. a 
be watched for. It is one of the worst 
enemies of these lilies. 

How to Care Corns. 

If you are troubled with soft corns 
do not fail to-try the following treat¬ 
ment: Soak the feet well at night in 
hot water in which has been dissolved 
a few crystals of permanganate of pot¬ 
ash ; then dry- carefully, especially be¬ 
tween the toes, and dust the skin in 
these parts freely with a mixture of 
tannic acid and "boracic acid. Next 
morning wash carefully with pure soft 
soap and cold water, thoroughly dry 
and powder with boracic acid. A piece 
of lemon or a split raisin hound on a 
hard corn will very often cure it. The 
first application may produce soreness, 
hut if the treatment is persisted ip a 
reasonable length of time a cure will 
likely be effected. If not, try the fol¬ 
lowing preparation: Thirty grains of 
salicylic acid and five grains of Indian 
hemp, to he dissolved in half an ounce 
of collodion.

solve them. 

Humus is the decayed and decaying 
vegetable matter in the soil. It gives it 
that dark rich color, as we call it. It 
makes it light and porous, so that it I 
will hold large quantities of water, jnst ’ 
as the sponge does. And in it live the 
little “invisible friends” the myriads 
of bacteria which fix or hold the nitro¬ 
gen that certain plants gather from the 
air and make it available for the com¬ 
ing crops. Stable manure will make 
this humus. So will crops that are I 
plowed under, such as the clovers, cow- | 
peas and soja beans. And the nitrogen ' 
whioh they at the same time bring to 
the soil "is much cheaper than that 
bought at a big price in fertilizer bags. 
Indeed nitrogen is far themost costly of . 
the manures when it is bought. The 
merchant bases his price for mixed fer¬ 
tilizers more on the nitrogen they con¬ 
tain than on any. other ingredient. 
Moreover, when it is in the structures 
of these plants it is in a much less dan¬ 
gerous condition and is more easily ap- . 
propriated by the succeeding crops than 
in the form of mineral nitrates or ani¬ 
mal refuse. These latter really do con¬ 
siderable harm if applied directly to 
tender seeds or rootlets and should be 
well mixed with the soil at about the 
time the plants will need the nitrogen 
to stimulate their growth, for it is very 
volatile when turned into ammonia by 
union with water. 

Phosphoric acid and potash must also 
be applied properly. Many persons fail 
to get the good effects from them which 
they might reasonably expect. This is 
one point that should be thoroughly 
understood by farmers, fruit growers 
and gardeners. The preventive measure 
is to apply potash and phosphoric acid 
in the fall or winter and let the rains 
and melted snows thoroughly dissolve 
these mineral manures and mix them 
with the soil. Then, when the crops are 
sown.or planted the next spring, the 
potash and phosphorio acid will be in 
condition to do only good work. If yon . 
cannot have all the winter and early 
spring to prepare them, have all that is 
possible. We do not feed a horse and 
have the strength from that selfsame 
food ready for use the same hour. And 
so with the food in the soil except nitro¬ 
gen, which is almost immediately avail- | 
able. Nitrogen in the soil is like a whip 
to the horse—it acts almost at once or 
is gone by evaporation as ammonia. So 
says Professor H. E. Van Deman, some 
of whose ideas on manuring, as just ex¬ 
pressed in The Country Gentleman are 
here reproduced. 

Unclean Milk. 

The Kansas college dairy .secured 
samples of milk from persons that were 
engaged more or less in the dairy busi¬ 
ness and plaoed these in long, narrow 
glass tubes. After being allowed to 
stand for several hours these tubes were 
examined and notes taken on the 
amount of dirt that settled to the bot¬ 
tom. Considerable difference was found, ( 
some samples being almost free from 
visible dirt, while others had so much 
it formed an irregular ring along the 
lower edge of the tube. While this test i 
is a good one to detect solid particles of 
dirt in the milk, it is by no means con¬ 
clusive, as where milk is handled in an 
uncleanly manner more or less dirt be¬ 
comes dissolved in the milk and cannot 
be separated out. This goes to illustrate 
the importance of the utmost cleanli¬ 
ness in handling milk. We object 
strongly to milk being adulterated with 
water, but this is not to be compared 
with adulterating it with dirt.—D. H. 
Otis. _ 

New Stations -In Arid and Snlmrid 
Regions. 

Congress last session made an appro¬ 
priation for the purpose of increasing 
the number of stations in the arid and 
snbarid regions of the country and pro¬ 
vision has already been made to estab¬ 
lish stations at Kalispell, Mon.; Boise, 
Ida.; MonutTamalpais, Cal.; Flagstaff, 
A. T., and Fort Worth, Tex. Additional 
stations will soon be located at Merid¬ 
ian, Miss.; Macon, Ga.; Lexington, Ky.; 
Elkins, W. Va.; Evansville, Ind., and 
Escanaba, Micb. These additional sta¬ 
tions, besides assisting in the develop¬ 
ment of agricultural and industrial in¬ 
terests in the states in which they are 
located, will be of material benefit in 
improving the warnings and “forecasts, 
especially for the regions west of the 
Rocky mountains. 

~ Celery Under Irrigation. 

The Kansas experiment station has 
found celery under irrigation one of the 
most successful vegetable crops of the 
season and expresses the belief that 
with a plentiful water supply, such as 
in Colorado, there are many localities 
that will produce celery equaling in 
. quality the product of the famous Mich¬ 
igan celery fields. Celery is becoming 
quite a commercial crop under irriga¬ 
tion at Kearney, Neb., and, commenting 
on the fact, the Denver Field and 
Farm is convinced that there ' are soils 
of black loam or peat in the Colorado 
river bottoms and. in the old buffalo 
wallows which cannot. be excelled for 
this crop. 

Wood ashes* whether fresh or leach¬ 
ed, contain a sensible quantity of phos¬ 
phate of lime, which adds to the ma¬ 
norial value of this material. 

Doesn’t Pay to Winter Ticks. 

In our experience with sheep we have 
learned long ago that it pays big to dip 
all our sheep stock—rams, ewes and 
lambs—both - spring and fall, says a 
writer in The National Stockman. For 
about seven years we used a homemade 
wooden taqk which we bad lined with 
tin. This tank was suitable for holding 
100 gallons of dip and in it we dipped 
by hand all our sheep and lambs mostly 
twice a year. When at several times we 
omitted the fall dipping oh account of 
press of work and apparent lack of time, 
we were almost invariably at greater 
expense of time, labor and dip when we 
realized that we must - dip. By reference 
to our journal it is .found we dipped 
sbaep Dec. 2, Dec. 8, Jan. 13andMaroh 
5. Those dipped in March were year¬ 
lings and were first shorn, then dipped 
and dried in the sun and were after¬ 
ward housed in warm stables and a few 
of the thin ones were blanketed with 
gonnysaoks. Of one thing I am certain, 
it does not pay to winter ticks.
